A correspondent, writing us from 
Littleton, N. C., and who isa Re- 
publican of the old school but who 
cannot endorse the present infamous 
workings of his party in this State 
and other portions of the South, 
sends us the following:

A wlorei man bought a 
pair of scales, ani bad them ip pos- 
session for sine (Wo or three years. 

The merchant had «a State Warrant 
issued against the persou, and against 
the seales ihe is arrested and the 
scales are arresied at the same time, 
and both taken by the Constable un- 
der the same writ. 

This isthe work of one of our 
magistrates, that can little more than 
write his name, aud is one of the 
judges of our courts. 

His judgment was that the defen- 
dant should pay the cost and the 
scales should go to the merehan!, 
and this too under a State warrant. 
If we are to have such men as our 
Judges we shall try to get rejief froin 
some source, but how at present 
heaven only Knows. I hope wien 
the return is made, that the case will 
be looked after, that the peopie may 
see What our situation is, 

The warrant was issued uncdoubt- 
ediv under the direction of the plain- 
tiffand thathe knew wiat he was 
about. If the scales were detained 
unlawfully the plaintiff’ las tos rem- 
edy, but vot in Justices Court. 

Now Mr. Editor thisis ouly one 
case, audifany one whishes to kniw 
how the lawsof North Carolina are 
executed let him examine the dock- 
ets of our magistrates. 

Il may say it isone case in a hun- 
dred. [hope we shall look into ihe 
matter and publish some ofthe Ulun- 
ders that are made, that the people 
of North Carolina may see that so:ue- 
thing mrsat be done to relieve us or 
the Kastern part ofthe State wiil 
never be settled up, and our lands 
wiil forever depreciate in value.

AN EXTRAVAGANT ITEM. 

Printers can better than any other 
class of men appreciate the immen- 
sity of the burden that is inflicted 
upon the country by the extrava- 
gant sums paid for the public priat- 
ing. There is a difference between 
that niggardly economy which cuts 
the people off from all information 
at the expense of the government, 
and that profusion which gives out 
to contract matter that never can or 
will be read by the masses—matters 
purely of techuical or scientific in- 
terest addressing themselves to but 
a few readers. It is right, for in- 
stance, that in all matters pertain- 
ing to agricultural knowledge, the 
people should be freely supplied, 
but it is not necessary to diffuse 
among them a history of the rise 
and progress of an epidemic, @ 
thing of the past, and which lays 
down no rule of safety for the fu- 
ture. 

But one is lavishly printed as the 
other, and the government pays 
millions yearly for the publication 
of what never leaves Washington 
city except to find its way to jank 
shops. 

In Evgland, in old times, the pie 
man and the trunk maker fell heirs 
to the unsaleable works of unfertu- 
nate authors. In this country the 
dead matter of the government finds 
its way to equally ignoble recepta- 
cles, but without mortification to 
any disappointed writer. The des- 
tiny of the Washington publications 
is marked out beforehand, the sole 
aim of the publication being to en- 
rich some devotee of the govern- 
ment and fill the pockets of some 


favorite partizan contractor at the 
expense of the nation. 

This is a subject for investigation 
which we expect the coming Con- 
gress to handle. 


THE NAVY. 

In the event of a war with any 

foreign power with which the United 
States is likely to come into conflict, 
it is the Navy that must first bear 
the brunt of battle. The necessities 
of guarding our coasts and protect- 
ing our immense merchant marine 
falls upon the Navy. It is to the 
Navy that the people naturally look, 
for the impressions of its glorious 
victories of the war of 1512 have not 
yet faded away. The same race of 
gallant officers and the same class of 
equally gallant ships are still fondly 
expected to encounter the foe, and 
keep in lively existence the renown 
won by the infant American Navy in 
its unequal contest with the boasted 
invincible Navy of Great Britian. 
There is room to fear that these 
expectations are doomed to disap- 
pointment; no doubt officers as gal- 
lant and skilfal as Decatur, and Pour- 
ter and Blakely and Stewart and a 
host of others may develop eqnal 
capacity to fight and to command. 
But the ships, the ships, where are 
they ? 
At the close of the war between 
the States, the United States boast- 
ed the largest Navy in commission 
in the world. Iron clads, steam fri- 
gates and sloops, sailing vessels and 
transports did indeed present a 
formidable array on paper, and at the 
time, even on water. But the pro- 
gress of ten years of peace has prov- 
ed them; most of the iron clads have 
become antiquated ard are broken 
up. The wooden vessels, hurriedly 
built of green timber, or pnt in the 
water on the faith of contractors, 
have rotted and are no longer sea- 
worthy, and it is to be donbted 
whether the United States nowown 
forty veesela which could be put in 
fit for service, either 
now or hereafter, neverthelesm, the 
people have been tremendonsly 
edto maintain this branch of the 
service, Twenty millions a year im 
less than the annual appropriation 
for the Navy since the war, nyyreyat- 
ing for ten YCars Over two hundred 
millions of dollars with little to show 
for it. Truc, that within the last 
year seven or eight steam s#loops 
have been launched. Bat this is a 
beggarly retarn for the expenditure 
of so much money. 

And this is another subject Con- 
gress will investigate and reform. 
Let the people have the worth of 
their money, and if the country is to 


be hurried into a war, let those who 
have failed, with abundant means at 
their disposal to have it in a state of 


preparation, be held responsible for 


the disgrace and the disaster. 


| The Billiard Tournament New Pro- 
gressing 19 New York. 

In view ofthe Billiard Tourna- 
ment which commenced in New 
York on Monday evening of which 
our telegraphic dispatches have — 
some account we publish the follow- 
ing sketch of the prominent players. 
They are Aivert Garnier, Cyrelle 
Dion, Joseph Dion, brotbers, ) Mau- 
riee Daley, Geo. F. Slosson, A. P. 
Rudolph and William Sexton. Gar- 
nier has long been well known as the 
champion pla er of America. In the 
tournpamentin New York in 1873 he 
won the first prize. Later in the 
same year he carried off the honors 
at Chicago, where Eastern and We-t- 
ern players met. In 1874 he was the 
third time winner at Boston. Oo all 
these oveasions the Dions, Ubassy, 
and the other most prominent play- 
ers of the cauntry were matched 
against him. Subsequently to these 
victories he was beaten by Maurice 
Vignaux of France at New York. 
Viguaux had come to America to tly 
cues with this hitherto unrivaleu 
master. Garrier and Daly held 
send place in the tournamen’, 
Joseph the elder of the two Dions is 
a player who takes high rank. His 
“force shots and delicacy of touch in 
nursing’ are quoted as his strong 
points. Cyrille Dion is “noted for 


great nerve, and is a_ strong, 
steady player bat given to caie- 
lessness.”’ He has many backers in 


thix contest. Maurice Daly is “second 
to none ia poit of skill, and has an 
excellent reputaton, yet as uncertain 
as auy, full of ambition, and hon- 
est.’ A. P. Rudolphe is ‘known aill 
over the world for skill,’”’ but “ his 
nature is excitable and irritable’’— 
very weak points in a good billiard 
player. 

Sexton is making his debut in this 
tournament, and nextto Garnier he 
isthe favorite. It was stated that if 
he should win his opening game 
with Slossen on Tuesday, his pros- 

t of suecess would be greatly 
strengthened. Slossen is deseribed 
as * one of the pluckiest of players.”’ 
He has met the strongest players and 
won an excellent reputation. The 
grangements for the display of pros 
fessiouval skill are thus described :

Katinka are the names of the three 
divinities; all of them under fif- 
teen.”’ 

The eldest, Teresa, was the one he 
addressed as ‘Maid of Athenus,”’ and 
she must at that time have been at 
least fourteen years of age—a suppose 
*ition based upon the account given 
of them by Mr. W. H. Williams in 
his ‘**Travels in Italy and Greece.”’ 
Supposing then that the Maid of 
Athens was a little over fourteen 
years old in February, 1810, she 
could not have been much under 
eighty years of ageat’the time of 
her death. Byron’s friends are all 
yone save one the dauntless Edward 
Trelawy, who enjoyed the poet's 
confidence and accompanied him to 
Greece. servants are all 
goue, save one, William Childs, a 
beadie in Golden Square. But in 
their place« are those honorable men 
who cling to his name, who have 
shown their reverence for his mem- 
ory by atardy but just endeavor to 
set him on a pinnacie reared by his 
towering genius.—London simnes.
